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U.S. Court Of Appeals Says 
Producers Entitledto Refund 
On Tax Exempt Certificates 


WASHINGTON, June 28,—The 
United States Court of Appeals 
held Monday that 100,000 cotton 
producers were entitled to more 
than $3,500,000 in refunds for cot- 
ton tax exemption certificates they 
bought under the repealed Bank- 
head act. 

The court said the cotton farm- 
ers were coerced to buy the cer- 
tificates under threat of a confis- 
catory tax, 

The Bankhead act was repealed 
after the Supreme Court invali- 
dated its basic principles in hold- 
ing the agricultural adjustment 
aet unconstitutional, 

The Court of Appeals ruled on 
suits brought by two Alabama and 
tivo Mississippi cotton planters 
against Hrnest L, Deal, manager 


of the National Surplus Cotton) 


Tax Exemption Certificate Pool; 
Seeretary of Agriculture Wallace, 
W. A. Julian, treasurer of the 
United States, and Comptroller 
Payne and Administrator Davis, 
of the defunct AAA, 

The Bankhead act was passed 
by Congress “to piace the cotton 
industry on a sound commercial 
basis, to prevent unfair competi- 
tion and practices in putting cot- 
ton into the channels of interstate 
and foreign commerce, to provide 
funds for paying additional bene- 
fits undér agricultural adjustment 
act and for other purposes.” 

The act was limited to the crop 
year 1934-1935, and fixed the quota 
for that year at 10,000,000 bales, 
imposing a $25 per bale tax on 
all cotton produced in excess of 
the allotment. 

Provision was made for the is- 
suance of tax exemption certifi- 
cates to farmers for the amount 
of their allotment. In case they 
did not use all their exemption 
certificates, they were empowered 
to deposit them in a tax exemp- 
tion certificate pool, from which 
they must be purchased by other 
growers who raised cotton in ex- 
cess of their allotment. Thus the 
excess production tax of $25 a 
bale could be avoided. However, 
the price charged by the pool for 
exemption certificates was $20 a 
hale. 

It Was to recover money raid 
into the pool by growers who had 
exceeded their allotment for ex- 
emption certificates that the pres- 
ent suit was brought. 

The protesting cotton growers, 
J. Wood Thompson and A. W. 
Fisher, of Mississippi, and D. 8. 
Hopson and §. J. Ward, of Ala- 
bama, asked the court to enjoin 
disbursement of the $3,500,000 
held by the pool and to direct its 
payment to the purchaser of the 
exemption certificates rather than 
to the depositors of the certificates, 
to whom it would have gone under 
provisions of the act.

He said the suit was not against 
the United States, but against the 
individual defendants as trustees 
of the fund, 

Although the plaintiffs had the 
election of buying the exemptior 
ecrtificates or paying the tax, the 
economic pressure put upon them 
amounted to coercion by the gov- 
ernment, the court declared, 

“The government had no right 
to limit the production of cotton 
or to use the taxing power ex- 
clusively to accomplish that end,” | 
the court said. ‘We &re not say- 
ing that a tax on the processing 
of cotton is objectionable, but the 
Bankhead act did not impose a 
true tax and was not designed to 
raise revenue, It was—as it was 
intended to be—only a coercive 
measure supplemental to the agri- 
cultural adjustment act,...”

TYPHOID FEVER

Typhoid Fever is not by any 
means a new disease, A clear de- 
scription of an epidemic was given 
by Willis in the year 1643. It 
has been widespread, taking its 
toll of deaths for centuries. In 
the Spanish-American War there 
were 20,708 cases and during the 
Boer War there were 57,684 cases 
in the British Army alone, 

It ‘was discovered that the un- 
sanitary disposal of human waste 
was the greatest factor in spread- 
ing typhoid fever, The germs 
were allowed from this to enter 
water supplies or contaminate milk 
and other foods. It was not until 
proper sanitation measures were 
undertaken that any appreciable 
results could be obtained in con- 
trolling the disease. 

It was not until the year 1880 
that the germ causing typhoid was 
discovered. Scientists have work- 
ed unceasingly since that time to 
perfect a method of immunization. 
The vaccine that is now used is 
the result of this research and is 
highly effective in producing im- 
munity, 

The appalling loss of life that 
was once seen from this disease 
is not now present. Health au- 
thorities point with justifiable 
pride to the decrease and to the 
fact that cities are no longer 
stricken and virtually wiped out. 
It is very true that there has been 
very little typhoid fever in Cof- 
fee County this summer, but it 
is not a thing of the past and still 
is a very serious danger. 

Immunization is available to 
every one. Clinics are being held 
in the rural sections of the coun- 
ty and vaccination may be re- 
ceived at the health office in Elba 
or in Enterprise.

BANK NIGHTS AND JACK POTS 
ARE HELD AS LAW VIOLATION 


On Tuesday of last week the 
Alabama Court of Appeals handed 
down a decision in which it ruled 
that bank nights or jackpots, 
which have been conducted in Ala- 
bama by many picture shows for 
some time, violate the State's 
lottery laws. 

The case went to the Court of 
Appeals from Tuscaloosa County 
Circuit Court, it there being ad- 
judged that Alabama’s lottery iaw 
was being violated. The Court 
of Appeals upheld the Tuscaloosa 
court. 

The case may be appealed to 
the State Supreme Court for a 
final decision. Should the conyict- 
ed person in Tuscaloosa County 
decide not to appeal to the State 
Supreme Court for a final decision, 
accepting the ruling of the Court 
of Appeals as final, then bank

STATE HEALTH DEPARTMENT 
URGING FIGHT ON MALARIA 
MONTG OMERY, July 6.—"The 
time has come for the people of 
Alabama and other States to get 
away from the old idea that ma- 
laria is inevitable, like changes 
in the weather,” said Dr, J. N, 
Baker, State Health officer, today 
in urging people of the State to 
take special precautions against 
this disease during the summer 
months, when it, is especially prev- 
alent in this part of the country. 
“As soon as this idea is discarded, 
once and for all, and people every- 
where realize that malaria is a 
serious, but, fortunately, also a 
preventable disease, a real forward 
step will have been taken toward 
the elimination of one of the most 
troublesome aspects of the public 
health problem in this State.” 

Dr, Baker pointed out that new 
cases of malaria reported to the 
Bureau of Preventable Disease 
Control of the State Department 
of Health last month (June) to- 
taled 441, this being an increase 
of more than 68 per cent over the 
total of 262 cases reported in 
May, and predicted, on the basis 
of the trend in previous years, 
that the number of reported cases 
would increase steadily until next 
October. 

“Last year every month from 
April through October showed an 
increase in the number of report- 
éd cases over the previous month, 
with the single exception of Sep- 
tember,” he said. ‘Last October's 
total of 2,948 new cases was more 
than seven times the total for 
June of last year. In Nevember, 
however, the number of reported 
cases dropped to 722, or to only 
about 25 per cent of the October 
total.” 

The State Health Officer point- 
ed out that malaria could be ef- 
fectively prevented by avoiding be- 
ing bitten by the malaria-carrying 
mosquito, known as Anopheles, 
and urged that breeding places be 
destroyed and that houses be 
properly screened,
